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The reading of the resolves was received with great 
;,pplaw*e. 
Home minutes having elapsed, without any 
one rising to speak,— 
' 
M r S e th L uther said he felt some reluctance to take 
auy active part in the meeting, but his reluctance was 
overcome by the backwardness of the meeting to ex­ 
press their sentiments, though he was sure there was 
’ent enough present to do honor to the subject brought 
.„rward. 
This bashfulness, he said, springs trom our 
habit of allowing lawyers and others to speak, and 
fnanage our affairs for us. 
Upon the subject of the first 
resolution, he quoted from a Pennsylvanian paper, in 
favor ef the United States Bank, “ that the workingman 
had no capital but bis time and health.” 
This asser­ 
tion he was willing to receive as true, and asked, why, 
if a man’s time and health, and strength, were his capi­ 
tal, he had not as good right to dispose of it in such 
quantities as he pleased, as much as a merchant had to 
sell, or to refuse to sell his merchandise ; 
but we are 
told by our opponents, that we shall sell them nil our 
time, or they’ll have none of it. 
With respect to the 
second resolution, every physician of standing, both in 
this country and England, agrees that a man cannot labor 
more than ten hours a day, without great danger to his 
constitution. 
Mr Luther, in instancing the ineffectual 
«struggles for liberty in Poland and other European na­ 
tions, urged the meeting to persevere to the accomplish­ 
ment of their object, by the argument, that every un­ 
successful attempt would only increase the weight ol 
their burdens, which were now ten-fold more oppressive 
than they were before the battle ol Bunker Hill. 
He 
said, people were deluded into the notion, that because 
the government was independent, therefore the people 
were also free and independent; but be referred to the 
governments of Russia, France and England, as being 
independent, while at the same tirne their working pop­ 
ulation was ground to the dust 
In no place were they 
required to work so many hours, as in Boston ; and the 
very slaves at the South would laugh at us for working 
thirteen hours a day, while they do not labor half that 
number. 
W e are told, continued Mr Luther, that if we 
leave off at six we shall all be drunk at seven ; but do 
not tho people who tell us so, also entrust to us the pre­ 
servation of their property through the night ? are not 
oar engine companies chiefly composed of mechanics ? 
It would indeed be a fine and a novel sight to see our 
engines dragged along through the streets by drunken 
mechanics. 
But I say, if these men, whose property 
we protect, are determined to grind u» down, let me 
engines rot upon their wheels, before a mechanic moves 
a hand to work them. 
W e are told too, that it we do 
not go to work, we shall starve in ten days ; and the 
argument is narrowed down to this point'.— Mechanics 
who work thirteen hours a day will starve if out of 
employment ten days ! 
What a compliment to our 
economy ; what a comment on our condition— not tn 
be able to take a breathing time of ten days. 
No, we 
shall not starve while there are provisions and bayonets 
in the land. 
I do not counsel violence ; but if our op­ 
ponents obstinately resist the arguments of the soundest 
political economy, we must obtain our rights by other 
means. 
I was told the other day by a master mason, 
that masons, on an average, did not work more than 
ten hours a day—that is, they did nothing in winter, but 
ell the rest of the year worked thirteen hours. 
This is 
pretty much such an average, as if we should put Ben­ 
edict Arnold and George Washington together, and say 
“ they would make a coqple of pretty clever fellows 
upon the average 
or if we should suppose that the 
money of the State street capitalists belonged to us and 
thsm, it would amount to a pretty considerable sum, 
upon the average ; but the money happens to be in 
one place and we in another ; and we are just as much 
benefited by the imaginary average, as th e man who 
lays out of work all the winter, to make up for over­ 
working in the summer. 
Upon the threat ol starva­ 
tion, he thought those who could not'procure better, 
might live longer than ten days on clam chowder and 
saw dust puddings. 
Mr A . H. W ood followed Mr Luther, with some re 
marks on the 2d resolution—thought the mechanics 
should rise in the majesty of their strength, as the pres­ 
ent was a most favorable and auspicious moment for 
the accomplishment of their object. 
Ten years ago 
they made an attempt, but were not acquainted with the 
snares that were employed against them, and they fail­ 
ed and became disheartened ; but though they did not 
succeed, they have neither slept nor slumbered ; they 
have been watching the progress of the machinations 
against them. 
Their failure was not total—the feelings 
then elicited didVnot die, and never will die. 
When 
did we ever knoV so many to be in favor of the new 
system, by which the hours of labor are reduced one- 
third from the old time. 
Even the employers most op­ 
posed to us begin to think that we may have a little in­ 
dulgence. 
I was present at one of their meetings ; and 
at these councils, in the plenitude of their mercy, they 
agreed to give us two hours atdinner ; but they admit­ 
ted, indirectly, that in point of fact, they exacted f if ­ 
teen hours in general. 
But it should be remembered, 
that some have conceded to your system at once ; but 
the victory is not yet won—our opponents have attempt­ 
ed, and will again attempt, to distract and divide you ; 
will offer bribes—will tell us, “ we wont stick about the 
price." But wait till as the year revolves, the sun’s daily 
reign is shortened, and then see if the long day’s prices 
will bo continued. 
They say to you—Go to work as 
we advise you, and ulLshall be yours, as the Devil told 
our Master on the Mount. 
It is a disgrace to Boston, 
but it is a lamentable fact, that it is what are called our 
“ high-minded capitalists,” and “ wealthy, liberal, and 
enlighted merchants,” who are urging on the opposition 
to the new system ; they compel the masters to refuse 
to concede to it. 
They talk of starvin g you ! 
With 
what a grace does this come from your rich, pious, 
charitable, patrons. 
They make a great parade and 
triumph of raising $30,000 for an institution for the 
blind ; but bow many times $30,000 have they taken 
from the pockets of those who have eyes. 
They osten­ 
tatiously point out to us thirty charitable institutions, 
which they support ; hut how many institutions are 
there among us calculated to make the laborer poor, 
and keep him so ? 
Mark those employers who declare 
they will not yield ; they were once journeymen and 
sanguine in our cause. 
How true is the saying, thnt 
place a man in the aristocratic position, and see how 
naturally he imbibes the aristocratic principle. 
Mr 
Wood concluded, by expressing a hope, that those em­ 
ployers who had yielded to the demands oi the mechan­ 
ics, might be remembered in the proceedings of the 
meeting. 
Hg.l/r. John Turner, having relinquished the clmirtem- 
porarily, expressed “ great satisfaction to see such a 
largo m eeting composed of what is called, by all parties, 
just before an election, the bone and muscle of the 
country. 
There never was a time more fortunate for 
thoir purpose. 
It had been said, that the unfinished 
work should be covered up, but he knew that some 


| as he had once worn out two pair of taps ¿in collecting 
* a bill of $15 from him. 
Even be, when a journeyman, 
was once a ten hour man, but it could only have bc6n 
from (teinen, otherwise he would be with us now. 
Mr. T. would not place any confidence in the leaders ol 
any party, who are capitalists, or are concerned in the 
great corporations—they all tell us wlmt clever lellows 
mechanics arc just before election, and ull combine to 
oppose us after it is over. 
Tho grand opposition comes 
from the capitalists—the bosses are slaves to them, in 
the same manner that we are slaves to the bosses. 
1 
hope wo shall not give up, though they do threaten us 
into capitulation by starvation. 
Mr. Turner terminated 
bis remarks, by advising that a conciliating course be 
adopted towards those individuals, who, from poverty, 
had been deterred from uniting in refusing to work 
more than ten hours. 
When Mr Turner resumed the chair, Mr L. S. Eve­ 
rett, editor of the Reformer, was loudly and general'y 
called upon to address the meeting ; and, ascending the 
platform ; said he did not expect to be called upon to 
speak, but would, however, run the risk of making a 
few remarks, with the hope they would be »cceplable 
to the meeting. 
He agreed entirely with the preceding 
speakers, that mechanics had a right to dispose of their 
time in such portions as they pleased, more or less, so 
far as it related to their obligations to their employers ; 
but asserted that no human being bad a right to dispose 
of his time in such a manner us to deprive himself ot 
the means of moral and intellectual advancement ; and 
that ten hours per day was the utmost limit, which a 
man could devote to labor, without depriving bis moral 
and intellectual faculties of the means of cultivation.— 
He considered the cause in which the meeting was en­ 
gaged as a holy and righteous one ; he was with them 
from his very heart, and wished them success. 
Though 
not now a practical mechanic ; he was proud to say, 
that he had been bred one ; and that being the case, 
they had his warmest sympathies ; but hoped they 
would be careful not to endeavor to accomplish their 
purpose by brute force— let it be accomplished by mind 
— by harmonious action ;— and not endanger our de­ 
feat by rashness. Most cheering news had been received 
by the Southern mail, during the afternoon, that the 
mechanics in Schenectady had succeeded. 
M r A bell— There have been some able remarks 
made upon the resolutions, and I heartily approve «f, 
and consent to them all—they are the same that I have 
heretofore adopted, and adhered to. 
I advise now, that 
committee 
from each Ward he appointed to ex­ 
plain our doings, and answer all inquiries. 
I have but 
little properly, *>»* will put '»>» 
»»•«»<- 
that the employers say they can starve into submission 
in ten days. 
I propose that tho committee also collect 
a fund for their assistance. 
It was first voted that this committee should consist 
of thrfic from each Ward and from South Boston, but 
the vote was reconsidered, on account of the length of 
time it would occupy to select so large a number, and a 
co m m ittee of twelve nominated at Targe, was chosen; 
viz :— Messrs Stover, Preble, Clark, Abell, Wood, 
Luther, Turner, Rowe, Hunt, Magoun, Leavitt, Hatha­ 
way, and Davis. 
Upon motion of Mr Abell, it was voted, that this 
committee meet every Saturday night, at Trades’ Union 
Hull, where persons would meet them, and contribute 
donatious, &c. 
Mr Abell knew of one genileman that 
would pay $10 a week into the fund, and Mr Luther 
spoke of another, who earned $9 a week, and would 
give $ 3 , for the same object. 
V oted, That the same Committee be authorized to 
call a general meeting of the mechanics, whenever they 
deemed it necessary. 
Voted, That the committee take up a collection be­ 
fore the adjournment to defray the expenses of the 
meeting. 
Voted, that the master mechanics who have gen­ 
erously given employment on the ten hour system are 
entitled to the hearty thanks mid gruietut remembrance 
of this meeting, and all the friends of the cause. 
Voted, that Messrs. W ood, Luther, and Abel, be a 
committee to draw up a circular, setting forth the ob­ 
jects for which the mechanics are contending, to be 
printed and circulated both in the city and country. 
V o t e d , That tho thanks of the meeting be given to 
Mr John Turner, the Chairman, for the very prompt 
and satisfactory manner in which he has discharged the 
duties of the Chair. 
V o te d , To adjourn.

not trade in loanable capital. 
It would be merely an 
office o fdeposite, whore individuals could deposit« the 
precious mutals, instead of keeping them in their own 
dwellings and stores ; such deposit«« to rem ain at the 
mint for safe keeping, without being subject to the dis­ 
posal of any power, or any individuals other than the 
holders of mint receipts and certificates. 
T h e mint 
would be u trustee, not a debtor. 
It would hold pri­ 
vate doposites in trust for depositors, or those to whom 
they transferred the receipts and certificates ; and it 
w o uld not borrow or loan a cent. 
A bank o f depos- 
ite gets into debt by raising a borrowed capital, accu­ 
mulated from different depositors ; and then it loans 
out this capital to make a profit. 
It risks borrowed 
money by loaning it on interest. 
Uut un o f f i c e o f 
deposite is another institution ; essentially different.— 
T he editor of the A tlas, therefore, w«* muled by our 
blunders, when be imagined that we recommended 
turning the mint into an “ E x e c u t i v e H a n k ;” or, 
indeed, into a banking institution o f any kind. 
Ho 
far from approving a National Hank, we are confident 
that Congress has no more constitutional power to del­ 
egate to a corporation the power of regulating tho do­ 
mestic trade of hanking, or that of regulating the cur­ 
rency, than it bus to delegate to an irresponsible com­ 
pany 
o f merchants the power o f reguluting foreign 
trade in goods, or tlmt oflaying tuxes and excises. 
The 
creation of a bank, is the establishment of a monied 
government, which can control the civil government of 
the country ; and Congress has no more right to erect 
nnd constitute such a government over tho people, thun 
it has to erect a monarchy and nobility to perform tho 
several duties laid down for Congress in the Constitu­ 
tion. 
In consequence of the trading corporations erect­ 
ed by State Governments, the National Government 
would, according to the “ broad constructionists,” have 
the same right to erect trading companies with the 
power of regulating trade, and laying taxes, Ike., as it 
now has to create a National Hank, and no b etter.— 
Huch being our view, the Atlas need not be concerned 
about our advocating a National Hank. 
NVe are per­ 
fectly aw are that such institutions have money poured 
into their coders from the pockets of the people, by 
C ongress; that they are “ made rich by acts of Con­ 
gress ;” that they enjoy a L B K iiM T irs ca i h o n a u k 
Which threatens the liberties of the people, because it 
pours money into the cullers of an institution, which 
does not scruple to patronize the Legislature, in return, 
with “ fair business transactions.” 


A writer in the Post of Saturday, has received an 
erroneous impression of our views, owing no doubt to 
the very brief and imperfect m anner in which we ex­ 
pressed them. 
T he dangers pointed out b> him, w ould 
be inseparable from a National B ank of deposite. 
Hut, 
as already observed, according to the plan intended to 
be described by us, the mint could not loan, and there­ 
fore the mint currrency proposed wouldjiot be a “ gov­ 
ernm ent currency,” as ho supposes. 
Cur plan was to 
put live specie deposite« com pletely beyond the control 
o f government, (except w hat belonged to ihe National 
Treasury and had been deposited there by its ollicers) 
■o that none but the holders of mint receipts and cer­ 
tificates could get money of the mint. 
If a law , 
therefore, w ere made to conform to our plan, tho pri­ 
vate depositee o f specie in the mint could no more bo 
at the disposal of congress, than the deposites of goods 
in government warehouses can be appropriated by gov­ 
ernm ent after duty and storage is paid, for the purpose 
o f raising money on them. 
The following passage in 
the Post shows, that tire writer referred to, understood 
us as recommending the mint to be essentially changed 
in its organization, and turned into a G o v e r n m e n t 


B a n k , 
In case of w ar, he rem arks “ a government, 
“ and especially, n popular government like ours, would 
•not hesitate to raise a revenue or procure loans , in so 
“ easy a manner as that of borrow ing fro m the m int.*' 
From the explanations alre.ttly given.it will be seen, 
that tho mint could not loan money to congress, or even 
pay it out to any individuals other than the holders o f 
certificates and receipts, if congress were ever so much 
disposed to raise or borrow money. 
Congress would 
have no more control ovei the deposites, than it has 
over the coin now deposited in the mint, and owned bv 
private individuals. 


Nor would the paper currency proposed resemble 
the old "paper m oney,'' or tbe “ treasury notes" of 
the last war.
